CONTROLLED CROPS 
URGED BY ROBERTS 


Market Bulletin Publication 
Is Resumed by State 


Department. 


Columbus Roberts, Georgia com- 
missioner of agriculture, yesterday 
suggested to the state’s farmers caso 
crops should be planted so that if 
possible “we will not produce more 
than the markets will take at a fair 
price.” 

Roberts, of Columbus, made his 
comment in the Market’ Bulletin, 
which resumed publication this week. 

“It is well to remember that as 
yet no agency has been developed that 
can market an overproduced crop suc- 
cessfully,” Roberts said in the Bulle- 
tin. 

“It may sound foolish but when a 
farmer decides that he just must make 
a lot of money even though he thinks 
it necessary to take advantage of his 
fellow farmers to do so, it is possible 
for him to get ‘too smart.’ .. . 

“If 50 per cent of our farmers work 
together, prorate and apportion a fair 
percentage of their cultivated acres 
to these cash crops in order that they 
will not overproduce them, and the 
other 50 per cent of our farmers get 
‘too smart’ and double their acreages 


'in these cash crops, we will continue 


to produce more than the market will 


‘take at a fair price.’ 


Roberts said the Bulletin would be 
issued semi-monthly at present until 
the department completes its reorgani- 
gation. It has received its appropria- 
tion from the legislature. 

“The State Bureau of Markets is 
now ready to assist you in every pos- 
sible way, within its means and under 


duce suecessfully,” Roberts added.

Committee Hears Governor Urge 
State Department ot Resources 


New Unit of Government Would Absorb Two Existing 
Bureaus and Enlarge Scope of Work for Natura 


Wealth Exploitation. | 


The Rivers-sponsored bill for the 
creation of a state department of 
conservation, to be known as the De- 
partment of Natural Resources, and 
abolishing the present departments of 
game and fish and forestry and geol- 
ogy Was presented to the general as- 
sembly yesterday and at the same time 
the Governor personally appeared be- 
fore a joint eommittee session and 
urged its enactment. 

The proposed Department of Nat- 
ura} Resources would contain four di- 
visions, all maintaining their separate 
identities. The first of these would 
be a division of wild life, replacing 
the present Game. and Fish depart- 
ment. The second would be a divis- 
ion of forestry, replacing the present 
Department of Forestry and Geologi- 
cal Development. The third would be 
a division of mines and mining and 
would include the development of the 
ceramics and similar industries. The 
fourth would be an entirely new state 
activity, embraced in a_ division of 
state parks. : 

The administration measure was 
presented to the joint house aud sen- 
ate conservation committees by Rep- 
resentative James Fowler, of Treut- 
len county, the chairman of house for- 
estry committee. 

In asking adoption of the proposal 
Governor Rivers said he had discussed 
with Henry T. McIntosh, editor of the 
Albany Herald, the possibility of his 
becoming commissioner of natural re- 
sources and said he hoped Mr. Mcln- 
tosh would accept the post. The Al- 
bany editor also is slated to be ‘chair- 
man of the state planning board which 
the administration hopes to establish 
in co-ordination with the conserva- 
tion set up. 

Provides Four Directors. 

As explained by Governor’ Rivers 
the new bill would provide for a di- 
rector of each of the four divisions of 
the department. 

“We have Jaunched a broad pro- 
gram for development of our natural 
resources and I hope the general as- 
sembly sees fit to give it its approval,” 
the Governor told the joint committee

“I am confident the chief execu- 
tive is most eympathetic with our 
project,” said Senator George after 
the conference, “‘and inasmuch as the 
survey will only cost $15,000,000 or 
$20,000,000 to prosecute, | am certain 
it will he authorized in the immediate | 
future,” 

Senator Russell and a ieameativn | 
Brown were equally optimistic. 

During his talk with the Georgians, 
President Roosevelt called in his son, 
James Roosevelt, now one of his sec- 
retaries, and instructed him to get in 
touch with officials of the power com- 
mission at once to determine whether | 
it has sufficient funds and personnel 
to carry on the survey. 

In the resources commission report, 
the proposed water power develop 
ment in the Savannah river basin was 
placed in Group A “for immediate in- 
vestigation or construction,” which 
makee it eligible for the President’s 
six-year program of federal construc- 
tion, 

Report Is Quoted. 

The report said: | 

“In the basins of the streams flow- 
ing into Mobile bay the Apalachicola 
river, the Savannah river and other 
upland streams of Alabama and Geor- 
gia, plans for the integrated develop- 
ment of river regulation works for 
hydro-electric power, flood control, | 
municipal water supply and navigation 
doubtless will loom large in the future. | 
In general, immediate construction of | 
“this kind is not in order because basin. 
wide studies looking toward multiple 
use of water are incomplete, because 
competitive aspects of the power mar- 
ket in the southeastern area demand | 
that a careful survey be made before 
new hydro-electric plants are  con- 
structed.” 

While Senators George and Russell 
and Representative Brown were talk- 
ing with the President, Thomas Ham- 
ilton, Augusta postmaster and news-

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AN INVALUABLE SURVEY 

The proposed financial survey of 
all county governments in the state, 
with a similar survey of 60 repre- 
sentative municipalities, would be 
of invaluable ald in the effort to 
make local government in Georgia 
more efficient and economical. The 
Survey would be sponsored by the 
University of Georgia, financed by a 
federal appropriation, and the 
Works Progress Administration 
would do the actual work. 

The survey will seek complete re- 
ports on the financial status of 
every county in the state, with the 
object of making this vital informa- 
tion available for the legislature and 
state government as an aid in plans 
to relieve the heavy burden of local 
taxes under which the property 
owner and taxpayer is now stagger- 
ing. 

Dr. R. P. Brooks, of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, quoting figures 
from the tederal census reports, em- 
phasizes that in the last two dec- 
ades the cost of county government 
had increased approximately 720 
per cent, from §$800,000,000 to 
more than $7,000,000,000. 

It is stressed by the movers of 
the project that the survey is not 
to be of a “‘muckraking” character. 
Only statistical data, giving a com- 
prehensive picture of cost of gov- 
ernment in Georgia and comparative 
figures revealing the uses to which 
this money is put and the compara- 
tive value per tax dollar received by 
taxpayers in the different divisions 
of the state would be sought. 

Georgia's tax problem has been 
acute for a decade; attempts to 
solve it have proved futile because 
no one possessed the statistical data 


breakers is creditable to both sides. 
It warrants the belief that the un- 
derstanding already arrived at will 
be lasting and serve as a firm foun- 
dation for future co-operation. 


GEN. HAGOOD’S BOOK. 


When General Johnson Hagood 
was summarily deprived of his 
command last winter because he 
had criticized the WPA, there were 
many laymen in this country who 
could not understand why the mili- 
tary pundits at Washington were so 
indifferent to his fate. Now the 
general has written a book, “We 
Can Defend Ourselves,” which 
clears up the situation. It will be 
remembered that General Hagood 
was reinstated through President 
Roosevelt’s personal interest. But 
it is questionable whether he will 
ever be reinstated in the good 
opinion of the War Department. 
What he says in this book about 
the ‘“‘sacred cows” of the army is 
bound to make him permanently 
persona non grata with the swivel- 
chair commanders. 


Unconventional army officers are 
not exactly unknown. There’s But- 
ler, of the Marines, for example. 
But General Hagood is unorthodox 
in a quite different fashion. In de- 
meanor and tone he is a soft-spoken 
southern gentleman. But in ideas, 
he is disturbing. That comes about 
because he has never developed the 
“military mind.” His intelligence 
is not hampered by the formulas 
that tend to tie up the thinking of 
many officers. 

That is why, in discussing de- 
fense measures, he does not cry out 
for more men or money, more ‘‘pre- 
paredness” such as we have seen 
practiced. General Hagood avoids 
the familiar patter of the big army 
spouters. He has his own program, 
and it is the simple, commonsense 
one of preparing for actual defense. 
So he calls for a small regular army, 
“an essentially defensive army,” 
shaped for the job of repelling in- 
vasion and nothing else. Forget- 
ting Europe and bearing in mind 
only our needs over here, General 
Hagood urges that our best defense 
is not in numbers, whether of men 
or airplanes, but in training and 
equipment calculated to serve the 
national need in the promptest and 
most efficient style. 

He does not believe in long pe- 
riods of instruction or in universal 
military training. He knows how 
quickly the right kind of profes- 
sional officers can whip green re- 
cruits into fine fighting men. But 
this cannot be done by routine drills 
or calisthenics, by making a fetish 
of saluting and of uniformity. Gen- 
eral Hagood is no worshiper of mili- 
tary custom. He even doubts that 
soldiers should be uniformly clothed 
and he suggests the high impropri- 
ety of spurred surgeons and booted 
dentists. 

It is not surprising that General 
Hagood’s book has won the praise 
of both pacifists and military ex- 
perts. Oswald Garrison Villard, on 
the one hand, and Major General 
William C, Rivers vie in compli- 
menting this effort to clarify the 
country’s thinking about military 
affairs, to m: :e our military system 
a thorougk * American, instantly 
useful for aefense. It is heartening

DWIGHT L. MOODY. 


One hundred years ago today, Feb- 
ruary oO, 1837, a baby boy was born 
at Northfield, Mass., and named 
Dwight Lyman Moody. No dweller 
in that quiet New Lougland village 
dreamed that this farm boy would be- 
come the greatest American evangelist, 
and one of the greatest evangelists of 
all time. At the age of 17 he got a 
job as a shoe salesman in Boston. 
In 1856 he moved to Chicago, estab- 
lishing a business of his own. Having 
accepted Christ while still a clerk in 
the Boston shoe store, Moody carried 
his religion with him to Chicago, and 
along with his thriving shoe business, 
he established a mission Sunday 
school, numbering immediately more 
than 1,000 boys and girls picked up 
on the streets of the city. 

During the Civil War he conducted 
religious services in big centers for the 
troops, returning to Chicago after the 
war to head the ¥. M. C, A. and 
henceforth to devote all of his time 
to definitely religious work. Though 
never ordained, he preached every 
night in the big meeting house which 
friends erected for him in Chicago. 
In 1873 he made his first preaching 
tour of England, associating with him 
Ira LD. Saukey as singer. Returning 
to America in 1875, he conducted 
great evangelistic meetings in Brook- 
lyn, Philadelphia and New York. It 
was in the year 1876 in the city of 
New York that Moody attracted na- 
tion-wide attention in a meeting which 
stirred people of every walk of life 
to a religious awakening. Many de- 
mands were made upon him for meet- 
ings in large centers throughout the 
United States and Canada. In 15:52 
he made a second tour of England. 
He was urged to preach at Oxford 
and Cambridge, where many accepted 
In Paris he received’ the 
greatest welcome ever accorded § an 
evangelical preacher.

We gazed at the loveliness of the 
little town, with its colorful roofs, its 
larger buildings, its church spires and 
the busy factories that bring indus- 
trial prosperity to the region. 


Then we turn to another point of 
the compass. Immediately below was 
an area of flatland—which itself con- 
tained a story. Beyond was a mineral 
opefation, a ‘place where they take the 
barytes and other ore from the earth. 
To our right another place wrenched 
the barytes out ahd, by combining it 
with pulverized stone of some kind, 
made a material from which is created 
many parts of the automobiles you 
drive and the furniture that decorates 
your homes, 

They say it is this material, com- 
bined with rubber, that gives us the 
long wearing tires which today make 
the rushing speed of our modern trans- 
portation possible. 


A Hill 
And Its Story. 


In the distance was a rounded hill. 
Milton told us a story about it. 

Generations ago one man owned 
that hill, as well as many acres of 
rich farm lands at its foot. When 
he died he willed the farm lands, 
which he thought of incalculable value, 
to a favorite child. To another child, 
a danghter with whom he had quar- 
relled, he willed the rock hill, which 
he considered absolutely valueless.

Only the Simple Are Overwhelmed When 
the Man Takes a Rabbit From a: Hat

The modern American is hoodwinked by the word “scientific.” 
He accepts without question any statement made by a “scientist.” 


He is awed and mystified by the multiplied wonders invented to serve 
him, and his bewilderment prompts him to revere science and scientists 
as his forefathers revered witch-hunting clergymen. 


Under the circumstances, wouldn’t it be a good idea to examine this 
new wonder and see what makes it tick? 


What is science, anyway? Well, science is a study of facts. 

Scientists are men who search for and study the truth. 

But still they are men, prone to make mistakes, and frequently they 
disagree. 


Now, when two men hold opinions or beliefs that are opposite, it is 
obvious that one of them is wrong. And if the fact of being right proves 
one of them wise, the fact of being wrong proves the other correspond- 
ingly foolish. 


Surely no one will contend that a foolish man, even though a scien- 
tist, should be revered. 


One man of science, great by reason of his accomplishments, be- 
lieves in God the Father and looks forward to a future life. Another, 
equally great, thinks man developed from some primitive form of life 
and will be no more than dust when his days are finished. 

And since one must be wrong, and it is thus made clear that 
scientists are fallible, why should any man of sound sense accept a 
scientist’s unproven tWeory in preference to his own? 


The great scientists, in popular estimation, are those well advertised 
—Einstein, for example. But any man who devotes himself to the study 
of facts is a scientist, whether he studies astronomy, medicine, chemistry, 
insects, germs, plants, heating systems, light waves or the human mind. 

If he does research work and discovers new truths, he ranks above 
other men; but if he obtains his facts by reading books, as most of them 
do, any layman who reads and understands the same books becomes as 
much a scientist as he is. 


Another point the science-worshiper should remember is this: A 
Scientist studies facts within a limited field of knowledge. He knows 
how to measure the weight of stars, but he doesn’t know how to com- 
pose music, lay brick, prune a tree, mend a light fixture or adjust a car- 
buretor. Within his narrow range he deserves respect; outside it he is 
an ignoramus, 


This generation makes itself ridiculous by regarding scientists as 


witch-doctors. 


If it has any brains of its own, it should learn not to 


stand with its mouth open every time it hears the word “scientific.”

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


Use of jaws, gums and teeth as na- 
ture intended, proper autrition, and 
the regular care and advice of the 
dentor are the three essentials for 
the preservation of the teeth. 

In my judgment it is an excellent 
habit to chew some plain wheat every 
day, or some oats, or some barley, or 
some wild rice or some brown (un- 
polished) rice, and to eat some raw 
carrot, raw cabbage, raw turnip, raw 
potato, cucumber, radish, celery, to- 
mato, lettuce, apple. 

This does not imply, as some old- 
time dentists would have you think, 
that we must return to the habits of 
our remote ancestors and gnaw bones 
and eat only raw food. At that, it 
is a good plan to give the baby a 
bone to gnaw on as soon as he shows 
signs of cutting a tooth. 

A certain amount of calcium (lime) 
and a certain amount of phosphorus 
are required to build good teeth. The 
items already mentioned are good 
sources of both calcium and phospho- 
rus, but milk, cheese, egg yolk, beans 
and peas are the best sources of cal- 
cium, and lean beef, peanuts, walnuts, 
almonds, plain wheat, dried prunes, 
orange or orange juice and eggs are 
excellent sources of phosphorus, 

To insure metabolism, assimilation, 
utilization of the calcium and phos- 
phorus in food, a certain amount of 
vitamin D is essential. No natural 
food or foods will provide enough vi- 
tamin D to satisfy. the demands of 
the expectant mother, the young in- 
fant or the growing child. Some ar- 
tificial vitamin D supplement must 
be added to the daily ration to insure 
normal calcium and phosphorus assim- 
ilation, fish liver oil of one kind or 
another, or one of the synthetic vios- 
terols such as condol in daily dose 
of 10 or 15 drops. 

The body manufactures a certain 
amount of vitamin D itself if the 
naked skin is: exposed to direct sun- 
light. Ultraviolet rays of sunlight 
convert sterols (fat-like substances) 
in the skin into vitamin D, which

of sunburn) the better for the teeth.

Breakfast Muffins. 

Two cups flour, 2 eggs, 4 teaspoons 
baking powder, 2 tablespoons hot, ba- 
eon drippings, 2 tablespoons sugar, 
1-2 teaspoon salt, 1 cup milk, 3 table- 
spoons hot crisp bacon, diced. 

Sift together the dry

Finally add the hot 
crisp bacon and pour into buttered 
muffin tins. Bake for 25 minutes in 
a hot oven. 400 degrees F, 

Bacon Waffles.

2 egg yolks, 2 egg whites, 3-4 table- 
spoon melted butter. 

Sift the dry ingredients. Add the 
milk, the melted butter and the slight- 
ly beaten egg yolks. Fold in the well- 
beaten egg whites.

[ have never felt, and I do not now 
feel, that the $3 flat tag is right for 
trucks and buses. In the early days 
of the last administration, in a des- 
perate effort to harmonize the gen- 
eral assembly and the executive de- 
partment of the government, I con- 
sented to go along with the $3 tag. 
I did it considerably against my best 
judgment and by reason of an obliga- 
tion which rests heavily upon the 
speaker of the house and the presi- 
dent of the senate to co-operate with 
the executive department where pos- 
sible. Having watched the $3 tag 
work, I am more convinced than 
ever that it is not right as applied 
to trucks and buses. Those who ad- 
vocated the $3 tag for trucks and 
buses said it was for identification 
only, although the law _ prescribes 
that it be for “identification. main- 
tenance and regulation.” Having 
treated it, however, solely for iden- 
tification, we are certainly justified 
in levying a separate maintenance 
tax on trucks and buses, in addition 
to the $3 tag, this maintenance tax 
to have the same effect in practice 
as a graduated tag scale on trucks 
and buses. 

I, also, believe that this mainte- 
nance tax, when levied, should be 
distributed to the counties to assist 
in maintaining and constructing ru- 
ral routes and in order to lay the | 
basis for federal matching on rural | 
routes.

Trucks and buses, as a whole, do 
not confine their travel to the main 
highway system, but go out into -the 
rural sections.

few months ago a truck went out into | 
the eastern section of the county, 
loaded up heavily with cattle, and 
tore up six bridges on the rural roads 
of my county before it left the coun- 
ty. Yet, not a dime did it pay in 
taxes to help reconstruct those 
bridges on rural routes, 


BUS SERVICES 
ON NEW ROADS 


In the next place, when you are 
maintaining and constructing rural 
routes for all-weather travel, you 
are opening up territory where trucks 
and buses can operate. You make it 
possible for them to travel on the 
rural routes and serve the people in | 
the rural sections the year round. It | 
would certainly be to the advantage | 
of the trucks and buses, as well as 
our farmers, to spend the money on 
rural routes for this reason. 

Last, but not least, the heavy bur- 
den of taxation is through local taxes 
—county, municipal and school. I 
want this administration to help lift 
the local tax burden that is almost to 
the point of confiscation of property.

REORGANIZATION MANDATE 
FOR HIGHWAY BOARD 


While treating ot the question of 
rural routes, 1 would like to call at- 
tention of the assembly to the follow- 
ing provision ot the Democratic plat- 
form: 

“We recommend to the legisla- 
ture that it take all needed steps 
to lawfully reorganize the state 
highway department and bvard 
of control, and that all necessary 
laws be passed to secure for the 
future the honest administration 
of those departments in the 
spending of the state's money.” 
‘Lhere can be no doubt, in my opin- 

ion, that this provision specifically 
calls tor a change in the personnel of 
the state highway department, in 
addition to the general mandate given 
by the people at the polis, to rid the 
state government of every vestige ot 
the last administration. Two mem- 
bers of the highway board respected 
the mandate of the people and re- 
spected the platform of the Demo- 
cratic party by tendering their resig- 
nations. ‘heir places have been fill- 
ed by appointees acceptable to the 
state senate, and I trust and believe 
that the people of Georgia will be 
pleased with the administration of 
the department during their tenure 
of office. 

However, the third member of the 
former highway board has thus far 
refused to accept the verdict of the 
people at the polls and defies the 
mandate of the Democratic party. 
Delegations of citizens from the 
northern district of Georgia have call- 
ed on me and urged the view, that 
since this third member persists in 
his refusal to accede to the mandate 
of the people, that he leaves them 
in effect without representation in 
the administration of the highway 
department, for the reason that the 
views and administration he espoused 
have been repudiated by the people 
and are not in accord with the views 
and administration of the new ma- 
jority of the board. These people 
have appealed to me, and I in turn 
appeal to you to give them relief. 

I am left with no other alternative 
than to recommend that you reor- 
ganize the department, in order that 
we may do what the people have 
willed to be done in this department. 
NEED FOR CHANGE 
IN BOARD OUTLINED 

In reorganizing the highway board, 
I am sure, I need not dwell upon the 
necessity of care and consideration 
in every detail. his department tre- 
mendously affects the welfare and 
progress of Georgia. It expends the 
bulk of the revenue of the state. Its 
administration affects the safety, as 
well as the progress, of our people. 
The federal government furnishes a 
major part of the money expended. 
The federal government deals with all 
the states and has had wide exper)- 
ence with state highway departments. 
I trust I will not seem officious in 


suggesting the probable desirability 
of giving due consideration to the 
views ot the federal government, | 
based on their years of experience | 
with the different states and, also, | 
due consideration to the experience 
itself of the various states, when, and 
if, you reorganize the state highway 
department. 


While not an issue in the last 
campaign directly, the merit, or civil 
service, system of retaining employes 
was indirectly involved in that there 
was an issue joined with the last ad- 
ministration on its policy of firing 
employes who did not regale their 
cars with the political stickers of ad- 
ministration candidates, who failed to 
distribute literature of favorite can- 
didates, and who failed to go and 
haul people to political rallies of 
administration favorite candidates, 
all at public expense. 

Following the primary the Dem- 
ocratic convention put a specific pro- 
vision in the party platform, urging 
civil service. The language is as 
follows: 

“We recommend to the Ilegisla- 

ture that some effective plan be 

adopted by law whereby a sys- 
tem of civil service for state em- 
ployes can be adopted. or other 
appropriate laws enacted. which 
will protect employes from the 


threat of executive disapproval.” 

There is good reasoning, both 
for and against citil service. for state 
employes. I had had in mind leav- 
ing the matter of civil service to a 
general recommendation that all fea- 
tures of the platform be enacted into 
law. Since my inauguration, however, 
my experience with the emplorment 


problem of the state government has 
been such that 1 bare definitely cou- | 


cluded that a system of civil serv- 
ice is almost mandatory for an effi- 
cient operation of the state govern- 
ment. 

PRESENT SYSTEM 

TERMED UNFAIR 


The present system is not only un- 
fair to the taxpayers and to the em- 
ployes, but it is unfair to those who 
have to give out the employment 
places and to those who are apply- 
ing for the places. The least the 
Governor and department heads can 
do for applicants, it seems is to be 
courteous and give them an audience 
and answer their letters and applica- 
tions. As citizens of the state, they 
have the right to expect at least this 
much consideration. But, if the Gov- 
ernor or the heads of the departments 
do this, in view of the huge number 
of applicants, it would be not only 
impossible for them to do anything 
else in carrying out their necessary 
functions and duties, but it would 
also be impossible to see that daily 
applicants as much as a minute each. 
Besides this, the amount of money 
spent by the applicants and their 
friends, coming to Atlanta in transpor- 
tation, hotel bills, telephone and tele- 
graph bills, is unfair to these appli- 
cants. We have been receiving appli- 
cations at as high rate as seven or 
eight hundred per day through the 
mail. 1 try to see everyone who 
wants to see me. I feel a Governor 
should do this, if possible. I rarely 
get to eat my noon-day meal, and | 
am forced to stay up till after mid- 
night every night, and often as late 
as 2 or 83 o’clock in the morning, 
and then arise anywhere from 6:30 
to 7 o’clock, which is a_ schedule 
humanly impossible to maintain with- 
out wrecking one’s health. And, yet, 
even with this strenuous schedule, 1 
cannot see anything like all the peo- 
ple who want to see me. Of course, 
I cannot begin to give any time to 
refereeing the employment of people 
by the various departments. I do not 
think I am exaggerating at all when 
I say there have been nearly 50,000 
applications for employment in the 
state government since the primary 
last September. My heart goes out 
to these people. Nearly all of them 
need employment. The temptation to 
load the pay rolls beyond capacity 
in an effort to help them is great 
upon anyone who has a heart. There 
is no human way to even canvass 
these applications and do anything 
else. I haven’t had an opportunity 
to answer a dozen letters since I have 
been Governor. I have had no chance 
to dictate my mail. I eannot continue 
ietting my .mail go unanswered. It 
is not fair to those who have busi- 
ness with the state and who cannot 
come to see me personally. It, is 
only at the expense of offending a 
lot of people, who should not be of- 
fended by any Governor, by not see- 
ing them, that I get an opportunity 
to attend to any of my duties. I am 
not complaining; I am simply ex- 
plaining. 

The same thing that applies to me 
applies to a great extent to you mem- 
bers of the general assembly and 


the heads of practically every depart- | 


ment of the capitol. It is a situa- 
tion that is unfair to everybody con- 
cerned. It is unfair ‘to the applicant 


for employment; it is unfair to the 
taxpayers; and it is unfair to the 
officials. Despite objectionable fea- 
tures of it, -the only way I see to 
handle the state employment situa-

tion at all satisfactorily is by civil | 
service, so that all applications will | 


go to one source, The applicants 
will understand that they are select- 
ed on merit and once selected can 
devote their time to their duties 
rather than spending’ the 
money building 
and hauling literature for candidates. 

I, therefore, recommend that legis- 
lation be enacted setting up a merit 
system through civil service, in such 
manner as you may see proper. I 
have no suggestions as to detail, and 
the matter of how you set it up is 
entirely. with you. I will do my 
best to have the law administered in 
whatever form you see proper to en- 
act it.

SEVERANCE TAX 
TO CONSERVE LAND 


While I 4m not insisting upon any 
special details of the severance tax, 


I would like for the general assembly 
to consider a severance tax similur 
to other states similarly situated and, 
in the event you see proper to enact 
it, which I recommend that you do 
in such form as you think best, I 
urge that, in enacting it, you definite- 
ly allocate the funds derived from it 
to the support of the various di- 
visions of the natural resvurces de- 
partment. In severing a natural re- 
source from the land, it seems but 
fair to me that a fund be provided 
by a severance tax to be used in re- 
placing that resource and in develop- 
ing generally the natural resources, 
so that the severance of any natural 
resource will not serve to finally 
impoverish the state of its natural 
resources. 1 do think, however, that 
when such a severance tax is levied 
that it should go entirely to a fund 
of replacement and expansion of na- 
tural resources. 

While I have thought that a co- 
ordinated department, covering all 
natural ‘resources, should be called 
a “conservation department,” 1 am 
inclined to the term used by the fed- 
eral government; “Natural Ke- 
solrees,’ rather than “Conservation.” 
I, therefore, recommend that instead 
of calling the co-ordinated depart- 
ment “The Conservation Depart- 
ment” that we call it “The Natural 
Resources Department” and dove-tail 
our terminology with that used by 
the federal government. 

In reorganizing the present depart- 
ments into a natural resources de- 
partment, I recommend that there be 
ua separate and distinct division .for 
each of the following natural re- 
sources activities; Forestry—Parks 
and Natural History—Mines and 
Mining—and Game and Fish, 

A mining division will, 1 am con- 
vinced, more fully accomplish the 
practical result of furnishing authen- 
Lic reports upon which we can attract 
capital to our state for mining pur- 
poses. It would not be the purpose 
to abolish the work of the geologist. 
The geologist would fit into the min- 
ing division as a necessary part. We 
have untold possibilities in Georgia 
for developing a broad program of 
mining that should bring millions of 
dollars into this state, and should re- 
sult in the raw materials being man- 
ufactured into the finished product 
here, instead of being severed here 
and transported into some other state 
for manufacture. A mining report 18 
such that capital can, with reason- 
able accuracy, forecast the amount 
of money necessary to be invested in 
a given mine and estimate reasonably 
accurately the returns from such an 
investment. As I understand it, a 
geological report does not give the 
information on which to predicate a 
capital investment for mining de- 
velopment. For this reason I ree- 
ommend that in setting up this di- 
vision in the natural resources de- 
partment that it be termed and estab- 
lished as a division of mines and 
mining, in which a geologist will have 
his part in the program, rather than 
calling it a geological division. 

It is not contemplated that the ac- 
tivities of these four divisions will be 
merged in any way, or the funds co- 
mingled, or the work’ in any way 
consolidated. 

FORESTRY TO BE SEPARATE 
FROM NEW DEPARTMENT 

Forestry will be kept separate and 
distinct as a division, under a state 
forester, and the funds of the de- 
partment will be kept separate and 
distinct, and the activities in every 
way separate and distinct. 

The parks and natural history di- 
vision and its activities will be sepa- 
rate and distinct in the same manner. 

The division of mines and mining 
and its activities and funds will be 
kept separate and distinct under A 
mining engineer and geologist. 

The Game and Fish Department 
will be kept separate and distinct in 
activities, funds and administration 
in the same manner, except that it 
is recommended that a subdivision of 
the Game and Fish Department be 
devoted exclusively to developing the 
commercial fishing of our state.

GEORGIA NEEDS 
PLANNING BOARD 

The federal government also has a 
planning program, that is advisory in 
nature, to all the departments of the 
state government and looks to a co- 
ordinated activity of departments, not 
necessarily interrelated. Every state 
in the nation, [ am informed, except 
two—Georgia and Delaware—huave 
set up a planning commission to co- 
operate with the federal government, 
and are procuring these added bene- 
fits from the federal government. The 
three departments of the state gov- 
ernment probably most vitally con- 
cerned with such a planning com- 
mission are highways, healta and 
natural resources, The planning leg- 
islation contemplates making the di- 
rector of the Natural Resources De 
partment, the director of the State 
Board of Health and a member of 
the State Highway Board, three of 
the members of the planning com- 
mission. Added toe these three will 
be such number of citizens—prob- 
ably four, as a suggestion—from the 
the state at iarge as may appear 
practical for our state situation. 


We have in our state, fortunately. 
an outstanding uveorgian, who has 
given considerahbie thought and study 
to the planning program and who 
is now, as | understand, the repre- 
sentative of the Federal Planning 
Commission in the southeastern 
states, I refer to Elon. H. T. Me- 
Intosh, of Albany, Ga. I have dis- 
cussed this planning program with 
Mr. McIntosh at considerable length 
on different occasions. In the event 
the plunning legislation is passed, it 
is My purpose to insist upon Mr. Me- 
Intosh becoming ‘chairman of the 
planing commission. I also expect to 
insist on Dr. H. C. Herty serving 
on this commission, 

In view of the broader scope of 
general planning that will, within 
itself, cover forestry and other nat- 
ural resources, it is suggested that 
the forestry board be discontinued 
and that department operated as a 
division of the natural resources de- 
partment, under a trained forester, 
instead of under a forestry board. 
The planning commission will. to all 
intent and purpose, apparently fill 
the broader need and by following 
this suggestion there will be one 
board or commission eliminated at 
the sam: time we are creating anoth- 
er commission. 

It is not contemplated that the 
members of the planning commission 
draw any salaries or compensation, 
other than expense. Since initial 
planning in Georgia will involve in 
large measure highways and grade 
crossings, in view of the amount of 
money to our credit with the Bureau 
of Federal Roads for that purpose, 
it. is suggested that the initial ex- 
penses of the planning board, which 
would not be a very large item— 
probably $15,000 per year—could be 
borne by the highway department. 
As I understand it, the federal gov- 
ernment will match this activity by 
furnishing certain permanent staffs 
to the planning commission.

Three-fourths to the state’s special 
educational trust fund; one-fourth to 
the 67 counties earmarked for public 
health, public welfare and farm ex- 
tension service work. 

Items Exempted. 

Exemptions under the Dill  in- 
cluded newspapers, magazines, gaso- 
line, tobacco, alcoholic beverages, 
meal, flour, “sidemeat’’, sugar, coffee, 
all farm products sold by the pro- 
ducer, and utilities now paying the 
state a gross receipts tax.

‘YOUR FIGURE, MADAME! 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 


SCIENTIFIC REDUCING 
HEALTHFUL. 

Just when we were patting our- 
selves on the back that the stream- 
line figure means normal weight and 
optimum health, along comes the Hit- 
ler guards witk the announcement 
that it’s a form of race suicide! Fash- 
ion artists especially are blamed for 
impairment to vitality by the vogue 
to slimness, and the official paper of 
the guards recommends that German 
women put some fat on their bones. 

There is no question of the harm 
that results from drastic reducing, 
a * the statement is fundamentally 
correct, in that malnutrition does 
have a bearing not only on health but 
on childbearing. Malnutrition should 
be defined, however, for it can be 
qualitative as well as quantitative. 

Fat on the bones does not always 
represent an abundance of health. A 
person may be overweight to the 
point of obesity, ard yet be very 
poorly nourished. The thin person 
whose total intake of food is on the 
borderline of sufficiency, but whose 
diet contains all the essential ele 
ments (protein, vitamins and min- 
erals) is better nourished and in a 
better state of health than the per- 


‘son who is taking a liberal quantity 
‘of food, but whose menu 


is lacking 
these protective elements. 
Reducing the weight to normal 
through the omission of superfluous 
calories and the inclusion of the es- 
sential foods may be a health meas 
ure. Certainly you can reduce to nor- 
mal weight without danger of mal- 
nourishment. Dr. Henry Sherman, 
of Columbia University, points out 
that half of the needed food calories 
come from protective foods, and rec- 
ommends that you invest half your 
food money in milk and its products, 
fruits, vegetables and eggs. He also 
recommends that at least half the 
bread and cereals eaten be in the form 
of whole grain products. These pro- 
tective foods insure against nutri- 
tional deficiencies and increase our 
ability to resist infection. 

While the overweight person may 
safely, and to advantage, diminish cal- 
ories, the amount of the protective 
foods must be kept at normal, since 
the need for these essential elements 
does not decrease, even though the 
calories are reduced. This means, 
therefore, that approximately 1,000 
calories per day must be in protective 
foods. Since bread in the reducer’s 
diet is limited, whole grain bread 
should be used for its vitamin con- 
tent. The reducer who follows a sci- 
entific plan can be well-nourished 
while attaining streamlines. 

A decrease in the amount of butter 
in the diet, as recommended by Ger- 
many’s Colonel General Hermann 
Goering, might, if carried too far, 
lead to a form of malnutrition that 
could not be blamed on the fashion 
artists. Plenty of weight does not 
necessarily mean an optimum diet— 
or vitality—and we hope the Hitler

Then the 
tions make eure there are no other 
buffaloes close to the one they plan 
to attack. 

Sometimes a buffalo strays away 
from its herd, but the custom is for 
the beasts to travel in little herds of 
from a dozen to a hundred members. 
As many as 500 buffaloes have been 
reported in a single herd, but such a 
large herd is not common. 

A bull buffalo has large, curving 
horns, often measuring three or four 
feet from tip to tip. These make dan-' 


gerous weapons in any combaf. 


Buffaloes do not show much fear’ 


miracle, the hunter caught hold of an 
overhanging branch, and clung there 
as tightly as he could. At this moment 
a Uganda native, the hunter's “gun 
boy.” came to the rescue, and fired a 
shot which killed the angry beast. 

African buffaloes are found mostly 
in eastern Africa. as far north as the 
southern end of Ethiopia, as far south 
as the Cape of Good Hope.

Main Features Given

Main provisions of the old-age 
pension bill passed by the house 
yesterday and sent to the senate 
are:

Effective date of act: the act 
will become effective as soon 48

FON TROTZKY FLAS 
RUSGUN AMBASSADOR 


‘Insinuation’ That Stalin’s 
Death Was Advocated Is 
Vigorously Attacked. 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 4—(UP)— 
Leon Trotzky tonight vigorously at- 
tacked Russian Ambassador Alexan- 


der Troyanovsky in Washington for 
“having insinuated” that Trotzky ad- 
vocated assassination of Dictator Josef 
Stalin. 

The exiled former Russian leader 
said he had read “with the greatest 
stupefaction” dispatches from Wash- 
ington regarding the ambassador’s ex- 
clusive statement in the New York 
World-Telegram yesterday that Trot- 
zky, by his own admission, confirmed 
the death plot against Stalin by op- 
position Communists, The ambassador 
quoted a statement attribnted’ to 
Trotzky which was published in the 
New York American on January 26, 
to. the effect that “it is impossible to 
displace him (Stalin) except by as- 
sassination.” 

‘“Troyanovsky must have lost his 
equilibrium entirely—I speak not: of 
Diplomatist Troyanovsky but of Jour- 


nalist Troyanovsky—to resort to such 
a futile argument,” Trotzky said. 
“It would, moreover, be a complete 


lack of respect for the American press 
to propose that it print statements 
containing direct- appeals to- assassi- 
ration!

The op- 
positionists are automatically classed 
with terrorists. I spoke, consequent- 
ly. not of the opposition program. I 
spoke exclusively of the internal logic 
of despotism, Bonapartism. Stalinism, 
Trotskyists. . . .
